PAYING ITS OWN WAY. 


The Supervisor of the Angeles Na- 
tional Forest received information 
yesterday that the share of the ap- 
propriation made by Congress for the 
purposes. of the’ local reserve will 
amount to $38,288, and there is a 
further sum of $6090 appropriated for 
constructing permanent improve- 
ments—cabins, trails and fire-breaks. 
This is a reduction of about $4000 
from the amount appropriated last 
year. 

The reserve, however, about pays 
its own way. No account is taken of 
the money used fu; permanent im- 
provements, but the receipts the past 
year have amounted to more than 
$25,000 and every dollar of this was 
secured without the sacrifice of a 
single resource of the big woods. The 
money came from leasing land, graz- 
ing privileges and the various power 
projects doing business in the reserve. 
The receipts from this last-named 
ftem alone amounted to more than 
$10,000. There are seven such projects 
one each at Azusa and Lytle Creek, 
two each on Santa Ana River and 
Mill Creek, operated by the Edison 
Electric Company, éne on the 
Santa Ana River, conducted by the 
Pacific Light and Power Company.
